Reds Seize 
Quang T ri, 
Large Area 


SAIGON (AP) — South Viet­ 
nam’s first provincial capital 
fell to the North Vietnamese to­ 
day after five days of savage 
assaults in the northern sector 
by troops of four divisions. It 
was Hanoi’s biggest victory of 
its 38-day offensive. 
South 
Vietnamese 
troops 
abandoned Quang Tri and into 
enemy 
hands 
went 
territory 
stretching down from the de­ 
militarized zone 27 miles to the 
south. 
This May Day triumph fol­ 
lowed the enemy's seizure of 
full control of the population 
and important rice crops along 
the central coast; the cutting of 
Highway 
1 in crucial points 
north of Da Nang, site of the 
big U.S. air base; and renewed 
enemy pressure on Kontum, an­ 
other provincial capital in the 
central highlands. 
With the fall of Quang Tri, 
population 27,000 a threat be­ 
came more imminent to the old 
imperial capital of Hue, now 
only 24 
miles 
south of the 
northernmost defensive line of 
the South Vietnamese on High­ 
way 1. 
All American advisers were 
safely evacuated by helicopter 
shortly before it was decided to 
abandon plans to defend Quang 
Tri. Most of the civilians had 
long since fled and only a very 
few remained. 
At last report there were 81 
U.S. advisers in Quang Tri but 
some were said to have left 
earlier. 
U.S. Army helicopters landed 
and flew them out, and there 
were no reports of any aircraft 
being shot down despite enemy 
antiaircraft guns ringing the 
city. They were flown to a sa­ 
fer location farther south. 
A mauled battalion of South 
Vietnamese 
rangers 
moving 
south from Quang Tri broke 
and fled after a day-long battle 
with troops of two North Viet­ 
namese regiments near High­ 
way 1. 
But U.S. advisers said South 
Vietnamese 
marines 
moving 
north 
to 
link 
up 
with 
the 
rangers attacked a nearby regi­ 
mental post and killed 160 ene­ 
my soldiers with help from U.S. 
bombing strikes. The marines 
were forced to pull back, how­ 
ever, when the rangers turned 
off the pressure from the south. 
The enemy drive in the north­ 
ern sector is believed part of a 
plan to seize South Vietnam’s 
two northern provinces and to 
use this as leverage in the Viet­ 
nam peace talks in Paris. The 
Communist command also is 
believed aiming at seizing ma­ 
jor cities in the central high­ 
lands and central coast, effec­ 
tively cutting South Vietnam in 
half. 
The 
Quang 
Tri 
objective 
seemed almost achieved. 
“We have given up plans to 
defend Quang Tri,’’ said Brig. 
Gen. 
Thomas 
Bowen, 
senior 
U.S. adviser in the north. 
The 5,000 South Vietnamese 
troops in the city were left to 
escape as best they could, offi­ 
cials at Hue reported. 
The collapse of Quang 1 ri s 
defenses after five days of re­ 
newed attacks on the city gave 
the Communist command its 
biggest victory to date in the 
month-old offensive, the fiist 
provincial capital to fall. 
Almost all of Quang Tri’s 25,- 
000 residents had fled the fight­ 
ing days ago, when renewed 
shellings and ground probes be­ 
gan against the city, 19 miles 
below the demilitarized zone.

Jesse F. Kennedy, 60 of Mc- 
Cordsville, former Rush County 
resident, died at 10:45 a.m. to­ 
day in Hancock County Hospi­ 
tal in Greenfield, where he had 
been a patient for a week, after 
several months of ill health. 
For the last three years Mr. 
Kennedy had been employed as 
a barber at the Warren Hotel 
in Indianapolis and prior to that 
had been a barber at the Shera­ 
ton Lincoln there for 15 years. 
He was born in Rush Coun­ 
ty on November 8, 1911, the son 
of Fred and Minnie Mock Ken­ 
nedy, and had lived in McCords- 
ville the last 12 years, coming 
there from Indianapolis. He was 
a member of the International 
Barbers Union and an associate 
member of the Fraternal Order 
of Police.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government today lifted wage 
and price controls from mil­ 
lions of smalt businesses and 
small government units, gener­ 
ally those with 60 or fewer 
employes. 
Director Donald Rumsfeld of 
the President’s Cost of Living 
Council 
said 
the 
move 
was 
aimed at streamlining the con­ 
trols program, and was not a 
step toward ending it. 
The council did not remove 
controls from the health or con­ 
struction industries. Rent con­ 
trols weren’t changed either. 
The health category includes 
hospitals, etc. 
In separate moves, the coun­ 
cil brought many construction 
and health firms under tighter 
government scrutiny, expanded 
the staffs of the Pay Board and 
the Price Commission by about 
one-third, and reassigned hun­ 
dreds of Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice

The council said that its deci­ 
sion will bring the total of ex­ 
empt firms to five million. The 
council earlier had exempted 
1.5 million of these. 
The decision also means that 
$500 
billion 
in 
yearly 
sales 
won’t be covered by price con­ 
trols. This is 28 per cent of all 
sales, the council said. 
A total of 19 million employes 
or 26 per cent of the nation’s 
payroll wage earners, won’t be 
affected by pay controls. Many 
of these are already exempt un­ 
der an earlier ruling lifting con­ 
trols from persons earning less 
than $1.90 hourly. 
The council said 1.5 million 
companies with $1.30 billion in 
yearly sales and 53 million em­ 
ployes remain under controls. 
The decision 
also exempts 
378,000 
employes 
of 
govern­ 
mental units with 60 or fewer 
workers. This is about seven 
per cent of local government 
workers.

Bernard, Greenfield, and Thom­ 
as E. Williams, also of Green­ 
field. in contest there. 
Although Edmund Muskie has 
withdrawn actively campaigning 
in Indiana, his name is still on 
the ballot, and he is certain to 
get votes in Rush County. His 
opponents are Hubert Humph­ 
rey, the 1968 Democrat choice, 
and George Wallace, Governor 
of Alabama. The Democrats 
also have Randall Harmon. Rob­

Murphy, 
and 
Philip 
R. 
Sharp contesting for the 10th In­ 
diana district seat in Congress. 
All three are from Muncie.

trarily involved himself and 
forced himself into contract ne­ 
gotiations with Blue, and I do 
not believe he had the authority 
to do so,” he said. 
An apparent contract agree­ 
ment fell through Friday after 
a 22-hour meeting in Chicago, 
when Blue refused to sign a. 
joint announcement publicizing 
details of the pact. 
The next day Kuhn, using 
what he called his general pow­ 
ers to act in “the best interests 
of baseball,” ordered Finley to 
leave open his offer and said he 
would urge Blue to accept it. 
“That’s when I saw red,”

The catalogue describes the Wakefield 
Family Medicines and the diseases for 
which they are adapted. The Wakefield 
Ayuc and* Fever Specific was a certain 
remedy for ague and fever, dumb ague, 
chi s, and all period diseases. Price $1.00. 
The Wakefield Cough Syrup was for 
lung fever, colds, coughs, whooping 
couch, croop, measles, spotted fever, con­ 
sumption, and all diseases of the throat 
and lungs. Price 25 and 50 cents. 
The Wakefield Blackberry Balsam w&s 
extolled “it never fails,” say thousands 
of persons who have used it. This prepar­ 
ation never failed to cure diarrhea, and 
summer complaints and all irregularity 
oí the stomach or bowels. When cholera, 
this much dreaded disease, is prevailing, 
every family should procure half a dozen 
bottles and* be prepared for any emerg­ 
ency. Taken in time, it will cure the 
worst cases. It also cured flux, morbus, 
and cholera infantum.

Sounds better than sulphur and mo­ 
lasses! 
Wakefield’s Magix Pain Cure was for 
neuralgia, rheumatism, sprains, and all 
aches or pains where a very penetrating 
and stimulating application was requir­ 
ed. The ointment was for application on 
the skin but, “in case of severe griping 
pains in the stomach or bowel, a small 
quantity taken internally will give in­ 
stant relief.” There is no* mention of its 
ingredients . . . probably an old Indian 
tribal remedy handed down by word of 
mouth! 
The Wakefield family medicines in­ 


cluded a Worm Destroyer in the form of 
lozenges, “pleasant to take and effectu­ 
al,” a Wakefield Nerve and Bone Lini­ 
ment which was a mild, healing liniment 
for wounds, galled flesh, sores, “on man 
or beast.”

"I stood up for him when he 
was first nominated and put per­ 
sonal testimony on the Congres­ 
sional record to his behalf when 
it wasn’t the most popular thing 
to do with some. He has really 
stood up and told it like it is 
as far as the family farmer is 
concerned and proved that he 
is really interested to the wel­ 
fare of the small average-size 
farm er of which there are so 
many in, Indiana. We've come 
to the point in our development 
of this country where 12 per 
cent of the people feed and 
clothe the other 88 per cent of 
us, and it’s amazing.” 
He feels that the 12 per cent 
frequently are passed over on 
some of the advantage* and are 
not compensated ah well for the 
time they put into their occupa­ 
tion and investment as others 
in our economy. Butz is trying 


to place this story before the 
public. 
Prior to Hillis’s election to 
Congress, I had never met him, 
but knew his father, Glenn R. 
Hillis well. Glen was a frater­ 
nity broth,er and we had. shared 
many experiences in our mu 
tual interest in 'The American 
Legion. Glenn was the unsuc­ 
cessful Republican candidate for 
Governor in 1940. 
One of the first things that 
impressed me about Congress­ 
man Hillis was his sincerity. He 
resigned from his law firm as 
well as from the boards of banks 
upon his election. He felt that 
the electorate was entitled to 
a full time representation for 
which it was paying. 
As a member of the Indiana 
General Assembly, he was en­ 
titled to back pay under the re­ 
cent court decision. He. refused 
to file a claim, becoming one 
of a small handfull of legisla­ 
tors who did not take the wind­ 
fall. 
Hillis received the nomination 
over a 
crowd of contestants 
when Richard Roudebush sought 
the Senate seat rather than re- 
election. He serves on the Vet­ 
erans Affairs, Post Office and 
Civil Set*v ice co m m ittees.,
